] this issue is by an English artist of 
distinction, Miss Ethel Wright, now 
resident in New York. Miss Wright was born 
in London, and began her studies at Paris in 
1889 with Benjamin Constant as her master, 
attending also the Julian atelier, where her critic 
was Bouguereau, remaining there for nearly two 
years. She ceturned to London in 1891, con- 
tinuing her studies under the well-known por- 
trait painter, S. J. Solomon. Her first exhib- 
ited work was in the Royal Academy cf 1891, 
entitled Bon Jour, Pierrot. This picture was 
bought by the corporation of Oldham, and is 
now on permanent exhibition in that art gallery. 
Her Pierrot subjects struck a note in popular 
fancy, and through them she made an exten- 
sive reputation, becoming known familiarly as 
The Pierrot Girl. During her career in Lon- 
don she made a practice of spending three 
months in study at Paris each year. She has 
been a resident of the United States for two 
years, in which time she has made a number of 
notable portraits, among others one of the little 
daughter of Mrs. Charles Marshall, Mr. P. F. 
Collier and the mother of Reir-Admiral Bowles. 
Some of her portraits are in oil and others in 
pastel. Among her English portraits are those 
of Lady Ada Osborne daughter of the Duch- 
ess of Leeds, Lord Ronald Gower, Admiral Sir 
Algernon Heneage, K. C. B., the Hon. John 
Yorke, the Hon. Mrs. George Keppel, Mrs.

N the course of time the reading public may 
incline to take this young author more 
seriously. For amid the numerous de- 

fects and crudities which are too apt to mar his 
stories there is ever an occasional ray of 
promise for brighter and saner days to come. 

In the present instance Miss Emily Brom- 
field, handsome, and well educated, suddenly 
left by her father’s death without resources, 
ventures into the workaday world as a newspa- 
per woman. She has that enviable but some- 
times dangerous quality of feminine charm 
which seems to inspire love at first sight, and her 
victims include, without discrimination, married 
men and those with pasts, as well as eligible 
bachelors. 

At the outset Miss Bromfield contracts a se- 
cret marriage before a notary with one of her col- 
leagues on The Democrat, but, repenting her 
rashness not many months after the honeymoon, 
obtains a divorce with marvellous celerity and 
ease, even for the Dakota method of procedure. 
While stationed at Paris she enters into a pla- 
tonic friendship with an elderly clerical person in 
search of and sincerity. Subsequently 
Emily runs this unhappy person in 
New York, as a slum worker, with a fat queru- 
luus wife and grown children. 

Fortunately, for both of them, and especially 
the girl, each is seized with a presentiment of 
trouble in the nick of time, and a scandal is 
averted. The heroine continues to receive pro- 
posals (sometimes a repetition from the same 
man) and veiled insults, but re- 
mains fancy free, and all the while never ceases 
to turn out notably clever work, Eventually 
she recognizes her affinity in Stilson, the man- 
aging editor of The Democrat, who is by far 
the best in the book and a man 
amongst men, notwithstanding the fact that he 
is hampered with an involved past which he 
bravely endures while aging rapidly with anxiety. 

In short Mr. Phillips’ story is never dull and

Youth is the note of the book 
from beginning to end, and we leave the hero 
still under twenty-five, and about to enter upon 
new adventures. One cannot help suspecting 
that Mr. Davis has it in mind to try some day 
the dangerous experiment of continuing the tale 
of Captain Macklin’s fortunes. 

It is always easy to read Mr. Davis's exper- 
iences of life in his successive stories. He used 
with great effect in some of his short stories the 
adventures of his apprenticeship as a newspaper 
reporter, and in Captain Macklin we see the 
results of his travels in Central America, under- 
taken some years ago for the Harpers, and of 
his work as a war correspondent in South Africa. 
He must have used his eyes to excellent effect 
in both places, and his memory has served him 
well, The descriptive work of the book, made 
out of such stuff, is singularly clear and incisive 
without too many words and with none ill 
chosen. 

The author has not in any other book given 
us three characters so firmly drawn as Royal 
Macklin, General Leguerre and Aiken. The 
joy of the young soldier in his friend Lowell, the 
American naval officer, is done with a proper 
perception of the fitness of things. It is a good 
deal, too, that the frail and cynical Aiken is 
represented as capable of better things than his 
own philosophy would lead one to hope of him. 
Thoroughly agreeable is the fashion in which 
loyalty, truthfulness, courage and patriotism are 
made to shine out in the book as the prime vir- 
tues of a soldier. Those who read Soldiers of 
Fortune will find on reading Captain Macklin 
that the author has gone far in his art since 
writing the former. He has not, we grieve to 
say, however, acquired a mastery of ‘¢ will”’ 
and ** shall,’? ** would’? and **should,’’ un- 
less, indeed, he asks us to believe that a man of 
Royal Macklin’s breeding could habitually mis- 
use those delicate auxiliaries. 


ITALIAN LIFE IN TOWN AND COUN- 
TRY. By Luict Vitcarr G. P. Put- 
NAM Ss SoNs, 


This interesting little volume in the ‘* Series 
of Our European Neighbors,’’ is a book that 
really needed to be written. It is packed close 
with just such information about Italy as an in- 
telligent foreigner would like to have, and 
though calculated for the longitude of the Brit- 
ish Isles, it can hardly fail to interest American 
readers. 

Among the best chapters of the book are 
those upon Questions of Wealth and Poverty, 
Social Life in Town and Country, and Home 
Life and the Position of Women. It is interest- 
ing to know that even the wealthiest and nob- 
lest Italian families really live simply when they 
go to their country estates. The curious democ- 
racy that prevails in the relations of master and 
servant is also a matter of striking interest. 

The book as a whole leaves one with the im- 
pression that the Italians are a people of 
many fine qualities in a state of singular wretch- 
edness, both economically and __ politically. 
Again and again we are told that persons in 
this or that profession earn incomes that in this 
country would be thought beggarly. The con- 
dition of the peasantry ina large part of Italy, 
and of many artizans in the towns is pictured as 
utterly wretched. All the learned professions 
are vastly overcrowded and there is a great army 
of the educated unemployed. 
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Mr. Villari has a very low opinion of modern 
Italian architecture, education, journalism, 
and politics, both local and national. As to re- 
ligion, he thinks the great majority of intelligent 
Italian men are in effect free thinkers. Liter- 
ature, although unprofitable, is not contempti- 
ble. For D’Annunzio, however, the author 
can hardly find words sufficiently severe. Alto- 
gether, the book, in spite of a lively, if some- 
times over slangy, style, and a tone of hopeful- 
ness, as a picture of national life is depressing to 
anyone acquainted with the activity and vim of 
the American people.

Charles F. Lummis, the novelist and de- 
scriptive writer, is living at Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, in a house largely built by his own 
hands. 

Miss Marie Corelli is living at Stratford-on- 
Avon, in a house pictured in a recent issue of 
The Bookman. From its appearance it must 
be ten times as comfortable and fifty times as 
costly as the cottage in which Shakespeare was 
born, and a good deal better house than New 
Place, to which he retired after a successful lit- 
erary and managerial life, in the course of which 
he saved nearly as much as Miss Corelli earns 
by one of her novels. 

Jacinto Verdaguer, the Spanish poet, who is 
dead at the age of fifty-seven, after having suf- 
fered years of persecution and want, is now 
praised as the greatest modern epic poet of his 
nation. He chose especially as the theme of 
his verse the sea, and one of his epics is en- 
titled The Atalantide. This poem deals with 
the fabled lost continent, and tells of the origin 
of the Spanish people. It was written not in 
Castilian, but in Catalonian. In an epic called 
Canigou, Verdaguer tells of the birth of the na- 
tion of Catalonians, who took refuge in the 
fastnesses of the Pyrenees when attacked by the 
Moors. 

A book of ancient Buddhist hymns in Eng- 
lish has been given to the world by Albert J. 
Edmunds of the Pennsylvania Historical Soci- 
ety. The Golden Rule and other Christian 
precepts are embodied in these hymns. As a 
whole, of course, the poems teach the familiar 
Buddhist doctrine of passionless self-control and 
meditation. 

Mr. Anstey’s new novel, A Bayard of Ben- 
gal, which treats Baboo English in the usual 
fashion, has been taken seriously by Andra 
Singha, a Bengali. Mr. Singha writes in ex- 
cellent vernacular English to the London Spec- 
tator to protest against the ridicule heaped upon 
English-speaking East Indians, and blames the 
stilted English of such persons upon the stupid 
teaching of the schools provided by the British 
Government. 

A collection of the letters of Henrik Ibsen is 
to be published by authority in German and 
Norse, and there will doubtless be an English 
translation. Ibsen’s plays are vastly popular in 
Germany. Some years ago three Berlin thea- 
tres were presenting his plays. 

George Morgan, whose Revolutionary ro- 
mance, John Littlejohn of J, had some success a 
few years ago, has written a novel dealing with 
the Civil War. 

Baron Tauchnitz, the international publisher, 
declaresthat the sales of his books are much 
smaller than the general public supposes. A 
sale of three thousand copies he regards as good, 
and a sale of five thousand as very good. Out 
of eight hundred books published by the Baron 
in the last ten years only six reached a sale of 
ten thousand. All this is in accordance with 
the experience of American publishing houses.

Urrer Muppre Srocx.—- Black taffeta 
bishop stock with border of white stitching, 
and white Freich knots. The two upper tab 
ends are attached across front by white silk 
cross-stitching.

The skirt has panel 
back, circular sides and front gore, with attached 
circular flares forming a flounce at sides and 
front, each edged by light blue taffeta and a 
black and white silk soutache. Three graduated 
shaped straps similarly bordered are at either side 
of front gore, finished in curved ends on side 
flounce, with knotted soutache cabuchon. The 
fitted jacket has a Victorian cape edged with the 
black and white soutache and light blue taffeta 
fold, pale blue velvet collar at neck.

DRESS HOUSE GOWNS 


Ith all the appliances for heat in our 
\ \ houses it has been customary to wear 
light materials for all house gowns 
and tea gowns. Albatross and nun’s veiling, 
smooth or in crépe-finish, come in such exqui- 
site colors, and are so moderate in price, that 
they have been and still remain the favorite in- 
expensive materials to choose. One of the 
prettiest models has a long graceful skirt plissé, 
and ending with a quilling of the same around 
the bottoms a ruche not more than three inches 
wide. The bodice draping is set upon a narrow 
shoulder yoke, with the neck cut into a short 
V in front. An India silk fichu matching the 
gown color fits over the yoke exactly and 
falls in two long ends more than half-way down 
the front. This fichu is edged in this instance 
with plaited ruffles of white point d’esprit, the 
neck being finished by a narrow plissage turning 
over the top of the fichu. The sleeves are on 
the pagoda model. They are also plissé and 
dip a little beyond the elbow line, where match 
point d’esprit flounces are the trimming and 
help to swell out and lengthen the sleeves. 
Large bows of ribbons to match gather up the 
sleeves at the inner side of the arm, while a 
still larger bow unites the fichu with the long 
ribbon ends, falling down nearly to the hem of 
the gown. 


FLARING SLEEVE ON MATINEES 


Matinées all have flaring sleeves, which adds 
very much to their dressiness. Even the eider 
down flannels are given quite a dressy effect in 
this way. <A shaped flounce is now seen upon 
the bottom of these dressing-sacques. They 
have narrow bertha collars and shaped flounces 
also upon the bottom of the sleeves, the upper 
part fitting the arm with much grace. But this 
model looks far prettier in pale opera or em- 
broidered flannels, with a fancy gimp or figured 
ribbon for the flounce edging and for its head- 
ing. Where hand or machine scalloping is 
made the finish, the result is not only very 
pleasing but most durable. 

Kimona models remain as modish as ever, 
and are particularly well suited for ease and 
confort. In figured velveteen lined with alba- 
tross they are very warm affairs. In cachemire, 
with a thin layer of lamb’s wool wadding, they 
are light and warm, but should have pretty silk 
linings, but for these too nun’s veiling and alba- 
tross are much used. Some of the gay-figured 
China silks or French substitutes make up most 
picturesquely. The long rolling collar fronts 
and bottom of the skirt are of plain silk or 
satin in some harmonious color, and often 
stitched in several rows. Here the wide pa- 
goda sleeves are most fitly in place. 


SKIRT DECORATION 


Skirts are running into many gores—seven, 
eight and nine divisions being none too many to 
give the increased bottom flare. Tablier fronts 
are the rule, whether that so-called gore in front 
is trimmed or not it stands out as a dividing line. 
In all these skirt models there is the same flaring 
quality at the bottom whether they are box- 
plaited in the back or sides and the front gore is 
laid in a very broad one, or the plaits are cut 
from under and stitched some distance below 
the knees or the gores are piped and made 
to fit the figure more closely, or that the 
skirt is tucked in clusters, or has its gores 
strapped down to the very bottom as well as in 
shorter strappings with some trimmings around 
the bottom also, it matters not. 

Round and fancy yokes are very much liked 
as a skirt-mount and where the skirt is much 
trimmed the yoke often lends itself to a part of 
the trimming design by taking correspondingly 
fancy lines on the hips and down the front. As 
the flare at the bottom is now so great it is nec- 
essary to face the skirt with some of the outside 
fabric when silk linings and a ruffle are not used. 
Walking skirts on the other hand are not cut as 
wide, though the gores give a pretty flare quite 
as well. There the facing of the same material 
would prove very durable and answer excellently 
well when the skirt was worn in stormy 
weather. 


INTRICATE SLEEVE CUT 


The latest sleeves are so intricate that, as a 
general thing, no words can do them justice. 











Bishop sleeves are much varied by their wrist 
pieces, whether the wrist-band be merely a 
strap band, a cuff piece with point on the inside 
of the arm, or a longer gauntlet in odd upper 
lines. What is called the bell sleeve is nothing 
less than a coat sleeve, with a moderate flare at 
the bottom, and may be mounted with a loose 
cuff open at the back, or one perfectly flat, and 
trimmed on the edge. A tucked bishop sleeve, 
as well as the same model without tucks, with 
an insetting of lace or mousseline upon the 
lower part, entering also into a transparent wrist 
band, are instances of extremely dressy features 
introduced on this very simple model. 


COATS 


Short, loose coats are much affected by the 
young contingent for their jauntiness. There 
are many models, all more or less attractive, 
made in light and medium grays, castor shades, 
as well as very dressy pale mastic cloths. Box- 
cloths prevail among the ready-made ones, but 
one finds the long-haired and other new cloths, 
as well as broadcloths, among the private tailor- 
ing or order coats. Very charming the new 
loose or box-coats, with one double or two 
single plaits down the back, and a shoulder col- 
lar empiecement with triple capes over the 
shoulders, and long, Joose bell-sleeves falling half 
over the hands. The cloth of one such coat is 
of a light biscuit shade, and is trimmed with 
pipings of white satin upon the edges of shoulder 
piece, as well as on shoulder capes. This is one 
of the choicest models. Down the front of 
another of these coats is an Oriental mixture of 
silks wrought into a chain embroidery, the band 
being four inches wide and of white satin, with 
marceau collar to match. The coat linings are 
of white satin also. Handsome white silk cord 
frogs tor neck fastening. Still another coat is 
trimmed with. pipings of the cloth, and has a 
rolled front, but rather a narrow one extending 
down in a straight line, which is lined with 
white silk. A two-inch white silk galoon with 
Dresden roses and buds ornaments the rolled 
edge, and shows also on the turn-over neck- 
band collar. It is seen as well forming an in- 
side border to the bottom of the white silk 
sleeve linings. A dead gold ornamental clasp 
ornament fastens the coat below the collar. 
Other broadcloth in biscuit shades, in a some- 
what shorter model, more of a jacket in fact, 
look very nice when worn, especially on rather 
full figures, because of the closer lines of fitting. 
They have Irish lace revers laid over cloth ones, 
and the same lace is used as facings to the 
straight fronts.

more capes and are trimmed with stitchings. | 


For loose-back coats, a narrow width back 
well curved to a flare, gives the best effect. 
Another model has its back fullness caught in 
with a match cloth strap, while the fronts 
hang loose. Young figures need to have their 
outer garments trigly fitted, and not hanging 
loose and wabbling. 

Eton jackets and skirts remain a stand-by 
model for the youngest as well as the eldest 
daughters within the school age limit. Collarless 
necks are the modish finish for them all, when 
a dressy effect is aimed at. Double-breasted 
suits are now the newest models for 
children’s wear at the age of ten and upwards. 
An all-round blouse bodice, back and front, 
with short plaited skirts and wide bishop sleeves 
having wide turn-over sailor collar in white 
linen and torchon lace, is one of the favorite 
models for little maids under ten. Nothing 
else suits such little figures so well. These 
suggestions answer for school outfits, are to be 
made up from the attractive wool materials of- 
fered this season in mottled, mixed, plaided or 
single colored suitings as wellas Thibet cloths, 
sergesand cachemires. As for trimming hints, 
let it be remembered that plaits and check material 
look best when cut on the bias. Consequently, 
either cut the child’s frock entirely on the bias 
or certain parts of it, as tabs, berthas, sleeves or 
a small shaped skirt flounce.

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THE SOLDIER’S SERVICE TO HIS FELLOW AMERICANS 
T a reunion of civil war veterans a distinguished general, in the course 
of an address, demanded, among other things, of the people of this 
country that they honor those who ‘‘had made the nation what it 
is,"’ meaning the army men. For cool appropriation of credit due others 
this would be hard to match. Necessary as the fighting patriot is to repel 
invaders, battle for a principle, and, if need be, die for it, no set of military 
men this or any other country ever produced could have developed the nation 
of to-day. It is not military training that.has given the American man of 
the people brain and initiative, which are nowhere more conspicuous by con- 
trast than in comparing the regulars of the United States army, men who 
never had any military training until after they entered the army in adult life, 
with the men who compose the armies of Europe—even those of our next of 
kin, the English. ‘The American is in every way superior in the matter of 
text-book knowledge, among other things. Now, this most valuable asset 
of the nation, the human being, has been developed outside of the military 
atmosphere, as we have no large standing army ; and the best that the 
American represents is the result of inherited qualities fostered in the indi- 
vidual homes of the country. The priests of all creeds, the college profes- 
sors, the schoolmaster whose charge is the little village school-house, ethical 
teachers, the captains of industry, and individual fathers and mothers by the 
million, are important factors, any one of whom contributes vastly more than 
the fighting patriot to develop America and the American. The enlightened 
international diplomacy of a Hay, for example, is a non-military achievement 
that outweighs in lasting effect all but the few decisive world-battles of his- 
tory. And the use by this country and Mexico of the Arbitration Court at 
The Hague is another most important happening, the effects of which are of 
incalculable value not only to those now living, but to unborn generations. 
The willingness of two countries to submit their differences to a civil court, 
the members of which are so informally chosen, marks the close of the mili- 
tary era more significantly than any other national procedure. The enor- 
mous power wielded by men in civil organizations casts the power of the 
military, in this country at least, in the shade. This is pre-eminently the 
civilian’s country as to achievement, and it is absurd for the military man to 
claim for his profession, even in a moment of emotional utterance, whatever 
honor and glory there is to be had out of what the nation stands for. The 
military man’s highest service to his countrymen is that he has given them 
opportunity, and that is honor sufficient to satisfy the most exacting. He has 
made environment stable and smelted dividing lines, thus making for homo- 
geneousness and an expanded background, leaving his fellowman free to de- 
velop without the fetters of hostile agencies. This, surely, is grand service 
for humanity, the law of whose life is activity. Why, then, belittle great 
achievement by posing as the creator of qualities and the inspiration of a de- 
velopment for which God and a myriad of human causes are responsible ?

Government ownership having in some quar- 
ters Leen urged for the coal mines, it is a mat- 
ter of immediate interest to learn how munici- 
pal ownership has stood the test in other matters 
which are somewhat complex as to manage- 
ment. It should be emphasized, by the way, 
that the administration of coal-mining property 
deminds the highest skill in the management 
of labor and plant, and the average officeholder 
is as little qualified to cope with the intricate 
problems involved as the tiniest tot that goes 
a-kindergartening. This fact should give the 
advocates of government ownership pause. It 
will not do to suggest the postal system as 
anargument for the potential fitness of the man 
in the street, as that industry is child’s play in 
comparison with coal mining. Now for a few 
statistics gathered by the London Times in re- 
gard to some of the municipal experiments 
made in Great Britain. Railways in the south 
of London, considered by capitalists as of very

the slightest form—was the real thing in his 
existence.

MODISH FURS 


Rmine takes the lead in furs for full-dress 
wear upon wraps, coats of all-lengths, 
the trimming of hats, as well as those 

separate fur set additions, as muffs, capes and 
stoles. The quantity of fur used in such long, 
wide stoles, as well as upon large muffs, makes 
the cost in expensive furs beyond all former 
ermine wear. Minever shares the prestige of 
ermine in a less degree, but will no doubt rise 
in favor, since white fur is so much in de- 
mand. 


LACE COATS 


Some of the all-lace tea coats, so bewitching 
worn over mousseline or silk gowns, are shaped 
in circular lines and round up to nothing where 
they meet an Empire bust drapery of panne or 
velvet. On the edge of the lace of coat there 
is a wide flounce of lace, having only enough 
fullness to meet the cornerturns; otherwise the 
lace lies rather flat. As the coat skirt is laid 
in side plaits to fit the bust foundation, which 
is in reality an extremely short boléro, there is 
a pretty fullness in the skirt by this means. 
Che neck is cut V-shape in front, and leaves 
the neck also bare in the back. A soft lace 
drapery of the short fichu order is the finish 
often seen, while deep lace collars look equally 
well when they happen to be becoming. That 
is the main requisite for collars, and no fixed 
rue can apply as to the wearing of them. 
here are short elbow sleeves of the same vel- 
vet or panne, from which long drapery or wide 
bishop sleeves of the skirt lace depend as a huge 
puff ; or, when long sleeves are more desirable, 
this puff enters into a lace gauntlet, fitting well 
over the hanc. Brussels lace, Limerick lace 
and French point are the laces much used for 
these coats. Heavy laces do not look as well. 
Many changes may be made in the skirt dra- 
pery, as well as in the boléro lines, to suit 
one’s figure without losing the cachet of the 
coat itself, 


PLISSE SKIRTS FOR TEA GOWNS 


Tea gowns represent an endless variety of 
modes and degrees of elaborateness beyond 
limit. Long sleeve drapery is the one charm 
they all possess. Materials for such creations 
are panne, plush, crépe de chine and broché 
Canton crépe, with additions of lace and chif- 
fon without stint when they are of ultra-ele- 
gance, and touches of sable and ermine are not 
wanting. Next in degree are charming negli- 
gees in Oriental silks, with embroidered trim- 
mings, and other silk and lace as well as rib- 
bon and lace confections. Long and beauti- 
fully ruched or plissé are the skirts, as well as 
tie underslips.

Matinées are modish, both short and long,

Then come em- 
piécements, pipings, straps or tabs, of red vel- 
vet or cloth, to assist in emphasizing this color, 
which has become a most becoming feature. 
Red zibeline is conspicuous fora walking suit, 
but it has won favor in that line, and will be 
seen worn with black fox furs and black beaver 
hats and plumes. Picturesque it is beyond 
question, and for a driving suit at Tuxedo or 
Westbury it holds its best place. 


SILK EFFECT VELVETEENS 


As mentioned earlier, in the first autumn 
dress hints, new silky velveteens are to carry 
the day.

MYRTLE IN CLOTH AND 


As an example of velveteen and cloth, is 
a lovely shade of myrtle green made into a 
two-piece suit ; the skirt was hung in straight 
cloth plaits, a broad box plait dividing the side 
plaits, both in front and in the back. A green 
velvet blouse, with a short tab basque, was fit- 
ted with a velvet girdle, which had at the back 
a small square cloth medallion, edged with a 
narrow black passementerie finish, and a round 
ornament to match in the middle.

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STITCHINGS ON PLAIN BROADCLOTH SKIRTS 


Long broadcloth skirts if untrimmed, except 
for bottom stitchings two inches wide, have a 
simple grace that is charming. With sucha 
skirt, recently encountered, its color a warm 
bright wood shade, was a charming blouse 
bodice, slightly so in the back, and with more 
of a pouch in front. Stitchings at the top of 
the skirt defined a yoke, while pinched tucks 
gave this blouse the proper boléro line. Stitched 
also were the double capes, in two rows, above 
a black and white velvet in narrow stripes, being 
piped on the edges in narrow folds, and contin- 
ued down the fronts, which merely rolled over 
with cloth facings and with piped edging. The 
belt was bordered in the same way, with an in- 
set black velvet in front. Collarband and wrist 
and wrist attachments carried out the same 
black and white effect, velvet and cloth ming- 
ling in the prettiest way with the addition of 
small buttons covered to match. The sleeves, 
by the way, were otherwise untrimmed, and of 
the modified bishop model. 


WHITE MATERIALS AND TRIMMINGS 


Admiration increases to enthusiasm over the 
exquisite white cloth creations being sent home 
from leading tailors and faiseurs of note. Pure 
white ermine leads wherever that fur is to be in- 
set, and white breitschwantz, white Persian, are 
also charmingly introduced. White machine 
embroidery proves exceedingly effective, and 
divides the honors with white passementerie 
trimmings in motifs, and fringed ornaments, 
while design stitchings hold their own. By 
tasteful knife-cutting skirts are made to carry 
intricate designs, or simple or lovely lines, un- 
der which cloth flaps, and rever bits, beauti- 
fully trimmed, create charming surprises. Ju- 
dicious touches of gold are seen upon buttons and 
odd ornaments, as well as on frogs and tassels ; 
neither are they wanting upon embroidery and 
other light fancy stitcheries. By this means 
these fur additions are beautified and softened. 
This gold application appears on very many of 
the French suits in medium cloth tones, while 
on all black cloths the effect is delightful. But 
one line too much brings ruin.

But now everyone dines in public, and these 
same people who were seldom seen out of their 
own houses, except at those of their friends, have 
become regular patrons of the different restau- 
rants. Three years make a wonderful change 
in our manners andvour way of living. I sym- 
pathize with the Englishman who went to the 
Carlton last year and said that he thought the 
people ought to have silver labels around their 
necks, like old-fashioned decanters, telling their 
names so that you would not have to puzzle 
to find out who they were. 

But it is very amusing, and it has become an 
institution, A dinner at such a place can hardly 
be called a * little’? one, as it is too much en 
pleine vue. We overdo things a bit still. The 
music is too loud, and there is not enough va- 
riety to it. In London there is the everlasting 
Honeysuckle and Bee, and here you have 
Nancy Brown and The Rosary, and the eternal 
Intermezzo. I suppose until the end of the 
world, or until some one composes something 
else, baritones will go on forever singing The 
Palms. This song stands for religion among 
the lower classes, and it forms the piece de re- 
sistance at all their Sunday concerts. But the 
fashionable set are not tired of it, and it was sung 
at a wedding this summer at Newport. 
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have often wondered—apropos 0 din- 
ners—why some of our men did not go in for 
the delights of wine-collecting. There are some, 
but very few adepts who really know a good bot- 
tle of wine. There is not only good cheer, but 
there is a bit of poetry in it. When you open 
a wine that has been for years buried in a cellar, 
where it has formed part of a household’s treas- 
ures, of its history, what memories does it not 
awaken. The bouquet brings back its infancy, 
and the vine-clad hills of sunny France, or the 
olive groves of Spain, or the dark green islands of 
the Mediterranean set in a sea of sapphire blue. 
Then, perhaps, in the voyage, the wine may 
have gone to England and been part of a stock 
which has hidden for years in some manor 
house rich in tradition, or it might have been 
taken from the caves of some old monastery— 
what not? And yet in our little dinners we do 
not always have good wine—that is, the very 
best. It is said women cannot appreciate it. 
That, however, is too general an assertion. 
One always remembers the remark of Ex-Mayor 
Hewitt, who said he could always know when 
the late Governor Tilden was opening a bottle 
of his precious Johannisberg by the perfume 
which floated over Gramercy Park, and stole 
into his latticed windows two blocks away. 

The fashion now is to have as few wines as 
possible. Sherry—which, if old and dry, is de- 
lightful—is drunk in England, but not here. 
Many persons serve a very poor Sauterne with 
the fish. Wines are so iced that they lose their 
flavor. There are, however, particular brands 


of champagnes which are just now in favor, and

The table of to-day—I am now on the sub- 
ject of a little dinner at home, and I have been 
gradually brought to it through the medium of 
a talk on wines—is severely Anglo-Saxon. 

We are again in the vogue of damask, silver 
and crystal. 

We should avoid everything ornate and all 
that we have should be of the very best. I 
have different china services. I have a partiality 
for the old blue and gold onion Dresden, for 
green and gold and white and gold. One sees 
only the plates at a dinner. All the viands 
are served Russian fashion, and have been for 
years and the entrées and vegetables are brought 
on in silver dishes. I am opposed to changing 
the service until dessert and have always regarded 
game sets and fish sets with horror. Some- 
times there may be an innovation, especially at 
a little dinner. | At one house the hostess has 
brought on a great Russian wooden salad bowl 
in which she deftly mixes the salad of the day. 
The salad cult is almost as pronounced as that 
of wine. There is no limit to it. We are 
now in our salad days. It is the most refresh- 
ing course, and I am never so happy as when 
planning a new salad. I have often quoted 
Mrs. Pennell on that subject. ‘* To speak of 
salads in aught but the most reverential spirit 
were sacriledge. To be honored aright, they 
should be eaten only in the company of the de- 
yout or in complete solitude.’ And Mrs. Pennell 
archly adds: ‘* And perhaps this latter is the 
wisest plan.”” 

There is a prejudice just now against oysters 
hors d’ceuvre and you can have all sorts of Rus- 


sian things served after you are seated. An in- 
formal little dinner at home is just the place for 
such dainties. With these, your soup—usually 
clear—fish in season, one entrée, a roast and 


vegetables, birds and salad, and dessert, you have 
your dinner. Now and then there is a little 
change. One has asparagus after the roast and 
before the salad or inthe French fashion after 
the salad and birds. In Russia and in Paris, 
Rouen ducks are considered a great delicacy and 
are served as we do our game course. Fre- 
quently it is our old friend Canard a la presse—a 
roasted wild or tame duck the latter seems 
quite terrible to contemplate, but they have a 
way of preparing these canneton de Rouen, 
which is delicious—with the blood gravy of an- 
other duck over them, this same gravy having 
been squeezed from the body of a second fowl 
n asilver press. In some of the French res- 
taurants, they do all this before you. Itlooks 
y ’’ but it has an appetizing smell. But 
it isonly in America that you can obtain the 
ncomparable canvasback or even the ruddy and 
red head ducks which are delights in the win- 
ter season. Between the soft-shell crab and the 
shad seasons there are many native fish which 
make an excellent course after the soup, and 
then you have always terrapin --although I pre- 
fer it for a supper than a dinner. 

However sherry may be slighted for drinking,

it forms the basis of many of the sauces. We 
put sherry in our soup always and we add a little 
to nearly every dish presented—except, of 


course, the roast. At all my little dinners, I 
make it a point to find out the delicacies in sea- 
son and to have some little thing that is differ- 
ent. Iam tired of therestaurant entrées and of 
their brown sauces. When you go to take a 
dinner with an unmarried man, you are ex- 
pected to eat good honest substantial things, 
but not too much or too heavy. It requires a 
great deal of judgment, but then there is always 
a delight in giving a little dinner.

SELECTING WITH A VIEW TO HARMONY—THE 


WISE METHOD OF REPLENISHING A 


WARDROBE 


S usual, the number of different patterns 

F and color combinations in shirting ma- 
terials is apt to confuse the man who is 

seeking to replenish this department of the 
Wardrobe without any definite idea of what he 
Wants. It is difficult to make a satisfactory se- 
ke tion by going over a great many small samples 
na sample book, and it is almost equally hard 
to nnd from six to a dozen different good de- 
signs in the made-up stock of any one shop. It 
is best to form some general idea of suiting the 
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and ties; one may have, or be contemplating, 
with a view to having the details of one’s cos- 
tumes bear some relation to each other, and not 
trust to their harmonizing in color and design 
purely by some happy chance. A green tie 
may be intrinsically exceedingly pretty, but it 
will not go with a light blue shirt ; whereas, 
with a dark red striped shirt it might form a 
good color combination, and, though this is but 
one instance, the principle is the same all the 
way through. A haphazard habit of buying, 
with no thought except for the article itself and 
no consideration of its effect in combination with 
one’s other apparel can not possibly be as satis- 
factory as a studied procedure, with an aim in 
view of making one thing harmonize with an- 
other, and having formed some general idea oj 
what one wants, whether it be in making a 
shirt match a tie or a tie match a shirt or a 
crash waistcoat match both, it is a mistake to 
go to a particular shop bent upon making the 
purchase, and if one cannot find exactly what 
one desires, concluding that it is nowhere to be 
found and buying the nearest thing to it. In 
other words, one must ‘‘ shop,”’ not exactly as 
a woman does by making the round of a dozen 
stores in a day, but by simply keeping one’s eyes 
open and picking up one thing here and another 
there. 

For one’s suits it is strongly advised that one 
go to the same tailor and as good a one as possi- 
ble, but for haberdashery the whole trade is open 
to the buyer, and whar may not be found at one 
establishment may be quite likely be found at 
another. 

SHIRTINGS 


In the selection of shirts ic is almost useless | 
to attempt to advise specifically, as fashion this | 
year has marked no one particular design or | 


shade as pre-eminently smart. In certain sea- 
sons past it has been possible to say that black 
and white was especially fashionable, or that 
some other mixture or color seemed to be more 
worn by well-dressed men—as, for instance, 
during the early part of last spring, when light 
tan with narrow lines of color was for a time 
decidedly in vogue. 
as the general principles of good style are ob- 
served, the choice may be left much to indivi- 
dual taste. As has always been the case, how- 
ever, loud markings and bright or striking color 
effects are not good; and, as has been the case 
for some time, narrow vertical lines and small 
figure designs are the prevailing styles. It is 
now the exception to see a shirt with horizontal 
lines or stripes, but on the cuffs one finds the 
lines running around more often than up and 
down, though both are permissible. Perhaps I 
should have used the word customary rather 
than permissible, for, as a matter of fact, almost 
anything is permissible in dress nowadays if there 
is nothing to be said against it on the score of 
good style and correct form, and it is not so 
noticeably at variance to general fashion as to 
attract attention, 


HALF-WAY SHIRTS CUT 
In spite of what one would suppose in these 
days of enlightenment, in the great majority of 
cases the smart makers still continue the heath- 
enish custom of cutting their shirts to open only 


half-way instead of all the way down the front. | 
It is surely not the natural or best way to put | 
on a shirt or any other garment, except a | 


sweater, by pulling it over the head and shoul- 
ders ; and just what the reason is for continu- 
ing this apparently unnecessary evil is difficult 
to understand. Certainly the set or appearance 
is no better for it. In buying ready-made shirts, 
as a rule one must put up with it, but when 
having them made, the other cut is strongly to 
be advised, particularly for evening dress. 


NEGLIGEES FOR WINTER 


The idea still seems to prevail among many 
men that it is incorrect or bad form to wear 
soft-front shirts during the winter months, but 
sucn is by no means the fact. Summer negli- 
gée shirts of thin materials, such as madras or 
percale, are, of course, made impossible by the 
cold weather ; but heavy cheviot may be used, 
and flannel is decidedly smart for morning 
dress. 

The illustration accompanying this article 
shows a French flannel of blue, with white silk 
stripe running through it, which is but one of 
the many designs shown at a number of smart 
haberdasheries. It will be noticed that the cuffs

are made to turn back—a comparatively new 
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in this department, but not before illustrated. 
On flannel shirts, the cuffs of which necessarily 
cannot be stiffened by starch, the idea is a good 
one, because the double thickness of material 
keeps the cuffs from being flimsy, as they would 
be otherwise, and thereby improves their set. 
Only the outer buttonholes are shown by the 
drawing, but there are corresponding button- 
holes in the inner side under the turn, so that 
the cuff links go through both thicknesses and 
hold them together. The turned-back cuff is 
also being made on linen shirts, but there it has 
not the same advantages to recommend it and 
need be considered merely from the standpoint 
of looks and novelty.

I the skirt having been published last 


week, The seamless back has a very little ful- 
ness at the waist edge which is gathered or 
plaited to the centre. The front is plain-fitting 
across the upper part and full at the waist where 
it is arranged to pouch at the centre. 

The stole ends and front yoke are outside 
pieces of the cloth stitched all over througha 
lining of fine French canvas ; they are faced 
with silk and ornamented as illustrated. The 
front edges are attached to those of the blouse 
only as far down as will permit the ends to hang 
apparently straight from the neck. A stitched 
band is laid outside around the neck and the 
upper end allowed to extend past the front edge 
where it is mitred, trimmed with buttons and 
fastened with a hook and eye. The waistband 
is cut to drop slightly in the middle of the front 
where it fastens edge to edge ; it is stitched all 
over and stiffened. The front fastenings are by 
hooks and eyes placed alternately under each 
edge. 

The sleeves are the ordinary one-seam shape 
almost plain at the top and gathered at the back 
of the wrist edge which is set into a large size 
shaped band cut with mitred ends to overlap as 
illustrated. These may be ornamented with 
buttons to match the neck if desired The 
whole garment is lined through with silk and 
if required especially warm may have an inter- 
lining of domette, a fine loose weave of flan- 
nel made for the purpose and very light yet 
warm. 

The necessary quantity of forty-eight-inch 
material is one and five-eighth yards, or with 
very careful cutting, one and a half may just be 
managed with three and a half yards of twenty- 
two-inch silk for lining. The pattern consists 
of half front, half back, one stole piece, half 
neck and waistbands, one sleeve and one wrist- 
band. 

fo cut out the blouse. Lay the several 
parts of the pattern on to the folded material 
as shown in the diagram. This allows for cut- 
ting the waistband with a join in the centre. 
With this may be cut from the fold 
between the point of the neckband and the 
sleeve, so as to get it all in one piece ; but 
the join is permissible if more convenient. The 
stole ends, if preferred, may be faced up with 
the cloth as ta* as they are separate from the 
blouse, then the necessary pieces may be cut 
alongside of the others, as the latter are placed 
in the diagram. Cut the silk by the cloth. 

To make the blouse. First tack up the 
seams and try on. Having verified its correct- 
ness, or made any necessary alterations, see that 
the silk lining is exactly the same. Stitch the 
seams separately in both textures, and press the 
turnings open. Lay strips of fine French can- 
vas under the front edges, and turn the cloth 
only over, and catstitch it to the canvas, and 
stitch the edges from the right side. Sew 
the buttons and eyes under each edge, alter- 
nately, so so that when fastened they will set 
quite closely together. Place a strong tack- 
thread round the neck and armhole edges to 
prevent them from stretching. Next, cut pieces 
of canvas to fit the stole, yoke pieces, the neck, 
waist and wristbands, but allow no turnings. Tack 
the cloth-edges over them and stitch in several 
as illustrated. Tack and then slip hem 
silk lining under the stole pieces (of which the 
neck edge only is left unfinished) and tack each 
in place. Secure them from the inside of the 
garment, along the back shoulder edge and 
down the fronts as far as required. ‘Turn in 
the neck edge all round, set in the band, either 
by slip-stitching it or leave a portion of the 
upper two rows of stitching undone in the first 
place, and let them secure it to the garment 
The left (under) point of the band may be cut 
off in line with the front edge if desired, but if 
likely to be worn unfastened it should match

the right one. Next prepare the waistband, 
leaving the top row or two unstitched as before 
and stitch them when placed to the waistband 
edge. 

Next, make the sleeves. Stitch the cloth 
and lining separately, place them together, tack- 
ing them at about three inches from the top of 
sleeve, and gather the wrist edge through both. 
Make the wristband by having plain founda- 
tions of canvas the respective size of the two 
pieces. Stitch them as the neckband was done, 
first the under part and then the upper, laid to 
overlap so that in stitching the end of the upper 
part it is also secured to the under one. Secure 
the wrist edge underneath it and hem the silk 
facing on the inside. Place the sleeve in the 


know nothing about, that some hints about 
economy not quite so radical may be of more 
use. 

How to trim windows depends altogether on 
the direction in which they face and what they 
may have in the way of light and air, whether 
they have inside blind shutters or those Vene- 
tian ones which pull up by cords their whole 
length.

armhole, arranging the fullness over the top, 
and stitch the seam (in cloth only). Press 
open the turnings, notching the tighter one well 
to permit this; lay up the sleeve lining and 
tack its edge along the top of the opened seam. 
Now place the silk lining in the blouse, seam to 
seam and edge to edge. Turn in just what has 
been allowed in the cutting and slip-hem the 
front and neck edges. Arrange the waist one 
to match the cloth, and lay it inside the band. 
Hem the armhole one over the tacked-up sleeve 
edge ; then sew hooks and eyes on waistband 
and hem the lining on the inside. Add the 
ornaments and buttons after giving it all a final 
pressing. 

An excellent addition to this garment would 
be a collar and yoke piece of plain velvet that 
may be worn when required for extra warmth. 
The design may be carried out very prettily for 
an indoor waist by using Persian material, or 
velvet, or embroidered ribbon, or lace for the 
trimmings of the bands, and with a chiffon or 
lace neck furnishing. Made of silk, with ap- 
pliqués of lace laid on silk for the turning, and 
the yoke carried across the back as a deep col- 
lar, the effect would be very good.

curtain laces by the yard. Allow for a slight 
turning in upon the four sides and tack the 
square of lace to the sash, using care that the 
lace is not pulled out of shape, but kept evenly 
stretched at all points. Use small upholstering 
tacks. Buy enough gimp, a half-inch wide, of 
the flat kind used by upholsterers upon furniture, 
and by means of the same small tacks cover the 
edge of the lace on its four sides. Narrow rib- 
bons will answer, but the gimp is firmer and 
more durable. If the scheme of color is blue 
or pink in the room have this lace bordering in 
the same shade. Rod sash curtains may be 
gathered at both ends or on one end only, the 
upper one with a hem for the bottom finish. 
The new hollow tube rods come for both sash 
and long curtains and are the least expensive 
ones to be had. 

If the room is sufficiently lighted from with- 
out, silkaline, swisses or art-ticking curtains are 
extremely pretty for long ones. Allow at the 
top for a turn-down hem which shall admit the 
rod and leave a ruffle besides above the rod gath- 
ering.
